A Gentleman about a month before ChTiJfow ear 
fbme common Prunes, about two pound, or more, 
and about a month or five weeks ago, he eat about a pound 
more : About a fortnight before he dyed I found , 
according to his complaint, thnt he had feme fymptom^ 
of the Stone. He had a violent pain in the neck of his 
Vejica, and about the Urethra, with obftruftions in his 
Urine, &c. I ordered himaTerebinthinate Clyftcr, winch 
gave him eafe ^but feeing his pains increafed, I ndvifed hini- 
to a Pbyfician : He made ufe of one of his acquaintance, 
he likewife prefcribed Clyftcrs, with Diureticks and Narco- 
tick3,to no purpofe. Upon his death, I obtained leave of his 
Relations to Diffett him 5 accordingly I did with the help 
of a Surgeon, Dr Weft being prefent, with feveral others of 
the deceas'd Patient's friends, I found upon the Difle&ion 
the Prune-ftones pafled into the Inteftinum rectum, and had 
there ma^de a perforation, or rupture into the Pelvis. We 
tyed one part of the Gut,. and cutout apiece, and emptied 
it: There was taken out 128 Prune-ftones in number, be- 
fides what we left behind inftercore, in the other part of 
J he Inteftinum Re&nm- There was likewife a large Polyptv 
taken out of the Left Ventricle of the Heart, &c.

before he dyed I adminiftred aTerebinthinat Clyfter, which 
gave, during its ftay, immediate eafc ; hefo continued about 
an hour , then his Difeafe returned again as fevere 
as -ever: He foon after dyed: but before, fomc time 
he voided fome of his Clyfter by Vomit, The Cafe be- 
ing not very ufual, I applyed my felt to his Friends, in 
order to Diffed him ; which accordingly I did the next 
day. Finding the Liver only fomUhing larger than ordi- 
nary., I immediately made fearch from the Vcntrhulus quire 
to the lower end of the Internum rectum : The Ventricle 
was considerably extended, a little fpace from the Cut 
Ileon, in the Jejunum^ I found the excrements had made a 
breach, and fome-quantity was evacuated, I then proceeded 
to the Gut Ileum, I found a considerable part of it very li- 
vid, not in thejeaft extended $ the Colon. was much like a 
Contufed Wound about 3 or 4 days old. I infpetted into 
the center of it, where ( found it fomething frefher, not 
fo livid as the outfida About the beginning of the Intefli- 
mm nUumXfomA another large ruption, where there waa 
more excrements voided. There was fome other fmall matters 
to be leen, not worth while for me to mention to you. How* 
ever, Sir, this being matter of fad, as a great many of his Re- 
lations can teftifie,they being prefentj thought fit to acquaint 
you with.it. About 18 months ago I dilTe&ed, z poor 
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Emaciated Creature , that dyed of a Hydrops , out 
of whom I took about 10 Gallons of Liquor mea Cured : 
and about a month ago a Child which had an Involution 
of the Inteftines 5 which, I believe, the Vulgar means, and
